Enduring Friendship 
With Grayson. 


The one enduring friendship 
which Mr. Wilson made in the 
White House was with his personal 
physician, Rear Admiral Cary. T. 
Grayson, who restored him to 
health when he came into the 
presidency a sick man,, watched 
over him as he would a new-born 
baby, finally snatched him from a 
deathbed at the time of his break- 
down, and prolonged his life sev- 
eral years after he left the White 
House. They never quarreled, al- 
though their friendship was most 
intimate. 

Woodrow Wilson had a way of 
thinking things out for himself and 
making his own decisions. When 
he was working emrough a crucial 
moment, he invariably shut him- 
self up in hfs study and worked 
the. thing out on his own type- 
writer. He called for information 
when he was working_toward a de- 
cision, but he preferred to have it 
in written form. He wanted the 
facts cold, and untinged by the 
personality of the purveyor. 

When he got mad—and he did 
get mad once in a while just as 
any other man—it was his favor- 
ite trick to jam on his hat and 
walk around the block to “cool 
off.”’ s 

He did that when he heard the 
Germans had torpedoed the Lusi- 
tania. Then he came back to his 
study, full master of his emotions, 
and penned the historic note to 
Germany which forecast war.

It 
bore the signature “Woodrow Wilson,”’ and 
served to introduce him to the notice of law- 
yers and scholars. In i885 he went to Bryn 
Mawr as associate professor in history of polit- 
ical economy and at the same time married Miss 
Axen. ' 
For geveral years Woodrow Wilson led the 
usual life of the conscientieus student and 
cultivated delightful ¢gompanionship—years 
spent in reading, research, healthy diversidn 
and the rearing of his family of three daugh- 
ters.

One of the first consequences of Woodrow 
Wilson's election was the announcement by 
former Senator James Smith Jr. that h2 would 
be a candidate for the Democratic noni!nAtion 
for United States Senator. New Jersey had 
just paSsed a direct primary law, which Mr. 
Wilson had indorsed. Mr. Smith refused to 
enter the primary, but attempted to disqualify 
the law. He sought the support of Gov. WIl- 
son. The Governor’s reply was: “Were he to 
seek the Senatorship while I am Governor I 
shall oppose him. He represents everything 
repugnant to my convictions.” 

This statement provoked open war between 
the Governor and the Smith-Nugenrt machine. 
In the primary contest James E. Martine re- 
ceived 54,000 of the 73,000 party votes cast. 
Gov. Wilson did not urge the nomination of 
Martine, but he did oppose that of Smith. The 
Smith-Nugent machine never became recenciled

There 
seems no reason to set aside the statement that 
Col. George Harvey, then the editor of Har- 
per’s Weekly, and at the time a personal friend 
and admirer of Mr. Wilson, first proposed him 
as Governor to the leaders of the Democratic 
State machine. But according to some of the 
controversialists a deal was negotiated between 
a few wealthy trustees of Princeton College 
and the Democratic machine, under the terms 
these trustees were to finance the

The Result of 1916. 


The contest was the closest that ever char- 
acterized a presidential election, with the ex- 
ception of the Hayes-Tilden fight in 1876. Mr. 
Wilson carried 30 States with an clectoral vote 
of 277 and Mr. Hughes 18 States with an elec- 
toral vote of 254. Mr. Wilson’s popular plu- 
rality was 579.304 in a totai of 18,521.0625. It 
required four days’ recanvassing of the votes 
of California, Minnesota and New Hampshire 
to finally determine the result. The vote of 
California eventually gave Mr. Wilson the élec- 
toral vote of that State by 3733, while Iijram 
Johnson, Republican candidate for Senator, 
won by mor3 than 397,000, 

There was some disappointment when Mr. 
Wilson announced his first Cabinet. For Sec- 
retary of State he selected William Jennings 
Bryan, who held the office until conditions 
growing out of the war in Europe disclosed his 
unsuitability for that place. To succeed Mr. 
Bryan the President appointed Robert Lansing. 
He served until January, 1920, when he was in- 
vited to resign by the President under dramatic 


circumstances. Mr. Lansing was succeeded by 
Bainbridge Colby, who proved to be one of the 
most capable Foreign Ministers that - ever 
served the country. 

For Secretary of the Treasury Mr. Wilson 
selected Mr. McAdoo, who later married his 
daughter. Mr. McAdoo resigned in 1919 and 
was succeeded by Carter Glass, now a Senator 
from Virginia.

One period 
of his memorable address on that 
night was as follows: 

With a profound sense of the 
solemn and even tragical char- 
acter of the action I am taking, 
and of the grave responsibilities 
which it involves, but in unhes- 
itating obedience to what I deem 
my constitutional duty, I advise 
that the Congress declare the re- 
cent course of the Imperial Ger- 
man Government to be in fact 
nothing less than war against 
the Government and the people 
of the United States. That it 
formally accept the status of bel- 
ligerent which has thus been 
thrust upon it,-and that it take 


.-immediate steps not only to put 


the country in a more thorough 
state of defense, but also to ex- 
ert all its power and employ all 
its resources to bring the Gov- 
ernment of the German Empire 
to terms and end the war. 


The President impressively 
pointed out the tremendous obliga- 
tions and sacrifices that the role of 
belligerent would compel the peo- 
ple of the country to make, but he 
expressed the fullest confidence in 
their ability and willingness to do 
so. He made it very clear that in 
his view the people of the United 
States had no quarrel with the 
German péople. 

“We have no feeling toward 
them,” he said, “but one of sym- 
pathy and friendship. It was not 
upon their impulse -that their 
Government acted in this war. It 
was not with their previous know- 
ledge or approval.” 


Fight for Democracy. 


The closing utterances of the 
President werg as follows: 

It is a distressing and oppres- 
sive duty, gentlemen of the Con- 
gress, which I have performed 
in thus addressing you. There 
are, it may be, many months of 
fiery trial and sacrifice ahead of 
us. Itisa fearful thing to lead 
this great, peaceful people into 
war, into the most terrible and 
disastrous of all wars, civilization 
itself seeming to be in the bal- 
ance. 

But the right is more precious 
than peace, and we shall fight 
for the things which we have al- 
ways carried nearest our hearts 
——for democracy, for the right of 
those who submit to authority to 
have a voice in their own Gov- 
ernments, for the rights and lib- 
erties of small nations, for a 
universal dominion of right by 
such a concert of free people as 
shall bring peace and safety to 
all nations and make the world 
itself at last free. 


To such a task we can dedicate 
our lives and our fortunes, every- 
thing that we are and everything 
that we have, with the pride of 
those who know that the day has 
come when America is privileged 
to spend her plood and her might 
for the principles that gave her 
birth, and happiness, and _ the 
peace which she has treasured. 
God helping her she can do no 
other. 

Four days later the two Houses 
of Congress passed and sent a res- 
olution to the President declaring a 
state of war to exist between the 
United States and the Imperial 
German Government. On the 
same dav he siened it. Almost 
overnight the United States be- 
tame a war camp. Immense cred- 
its of money were supplied and 
voted to the army and navy: loans 
authorized to belligerent Govern- 
ments finally, aggregating $9,600,- 
000,000; unnnaturalized citizens of 
Germany were interned or placed 
under surveillance; a selective 
draft law was passed and 10,000,- 
000 of men registered for military 
and other service; conservation 
measures were adopted to protect 
the resources of the country and 
guarantee the support of its asso- 
ciates: every national resource whs 
co-ordinated and pledged to the 
support of the Government and 
Pershing was sent abroad to direct 
the operations of more than 2,000,- 
000 men that were sent to fight 
against Germany. 

While there was no open. resist- 
ance to the recommendations of 
the President, legislation favored 
by him was loaded down with rid- 
ers. Two notable instances were 
the Prohibition rides to the Food 
Control Bill and an amendment to 
the Army Reorganization Bill au- 
thorizine Col. Rooseveit to recruit 
two divisions for military service 
abroad. The last was defeated: 

Senator Harding, the successor 
of Mr. Wilson in the White House, 
introduced a resolution creating a 
War Committee of Congress to “co- 
operate’ with the exec utive ae- 
partments in the operation of the 
war. It was to be just such a com- 
mittee as that created by Congress 
in 1861 ané@ which gre:sily embar- 
rassed President Lincoln. President 
Wilson vigorously opposec the 
Harding resolution and it was fi- 
nally dropped. 

Credit for Ending War. 

However much they subsequently 
criticised Mr. Wilson, the leading 
statesmen of the world accorded to 
him the credit for having brought 
the war with Germany to an end. 
He refused to treat wits the Im- 
perial German Government as lorg 
as the Hohenzollerns were at the 
head of it, and the war ended when 
the Hohenzollerns flea. AS a pre- 
liminary to peace negotiations, 
President Wilson proposed and all 
of the belligerent nations sub- 
scribed to the Fourteen Points with 
which his name will always be as- 
sociated in the history of the World 
War. These Fourteen Points were 
intended to provide the foundation 
for the permanent peece treaty 
which followed. They were: 

1. Open covenants of peace,

4. Adequate guaraniees given 
and taken that armaments be re- 
duced to the lowest point consfst- 
ent with domestic safety. 

56. A free, open-minded and 
absolutely impartial adiustment 
of all colonia! claims oased upon 
a strict observance of the princl- 
ple of self-determination. 

6. The evacuation of all Rus- 
sian territory, and such settle- 
ment of all questions affecting 
Russia that will secure the bes 
ard frecst co-operation of the 
world in obtaining for ner an ue- 
hampered and unen:)arrased op- 
portunity for the independent de- 
velopment of her own Govern- 
ment and national poliev 

The evacuation and restora 
tion of Belgium. 

8. The restoration of the 
provinces of Alsace-Lorraine to 
France. 

9. The readjustment of the 
frontiers of Italy along clearly 
recognizable iines of nationality. 

10. The freest opportunity for 
the autonomous development of 
the peoples of Austria-Hungary. 

1. The evacuation and restor- 
ation of Rumania, Serbia and 
Montenegro, with access to the 
sea for Serbia-Jugo-Slavia. 

12. The emancipation of peo- 
ples held subject to the Turkish 
Empire and the opening of the. 
Dardanelles as a free passage 
to the ships and commerce of 
all nations under international 
guarantee. 

13. The creation of an inde- 
pendent Polish State, with prop- 
er guarantees for its political and 
economic independence and ter- 
ritorial integrity. 

14. A general association of 
nations forméd under _ specific 
covenants for the purpose of af- 
fording mutual guarantees of po- 
litical independence and terri- 
torial integrity to great and small 
states alike. 

Even before the armistice Presi- 
cent Wilson initiated preliminary 

steps to the organization of the 
Peace Conference. He sent to rep- 
resent him Col. House. He also 
requested Frank I. Cobb, the editor 
of the New York World, to pro- 
ceed to Europe and discuss with 
the statesmen of the chief nations 
certain fundamentals that he _ in- 
sisted should be entertained in ap- 
proaching the task of securing 
permanent peace throughout the 
world. 


Peace Deleantion Assailed. 


The President’s decision to per- 
sonally head the American dele- 
gation of peacemakers to the Paris 
Conference provoked a storm of 
criticism. He selected as his as- 
sociates Secretary of State Lan- 
sing, Col. E. U. House, Gen. Tasker 
H. Bliss, U. 8. A., and Henry White, 
former Ambassador to France, Re- 
publican leaders criticised the 
President for not recognizing their 
party in selecting representatives 
of this Government. 

On the day after Congress as- 
sembled in 1918 the President 
sailed for France. His arrivals at 
Brest and Paris were made the oc- 
casions for great ovations. The 
I'rench Government provided the 
famous Murat Palace as a resi- 
dence for him. We was showered 
with attention such as was never 
offered any other American. 


He journeyed to London, where 
he was accorded a royal welcome, 
and was the house guest of King 
George and Queen Mary for sev- 
eral days. He made a speech at 
the Guildhall in an atmosphere 
that suggested 1. combination of the 
opera “‘Aida”’ and the operetta of 
“Robin Hood.’ The city of Man- 
chester gave him a two-pound key 
and a tremendous reception. 


He later journeyed to Rome, 
where he was the guest of Italy’s 
King. and was publicly acclaimed 
by the advocates of a republic for 
that country as the leader of de- 
mocracy throughout the world and 
the champion of Socialism. He 
addressed the Roman Senate un- 
der circumstances almost as thrill- 
ing as those that characterized the 
memorable address of Marc An- 
thony. He was followed by fren- | 
zied mobs through the streets of | 
Rome and Milan, Turin and Ge-| 
noa, and feted end lionized such as | 
no other public man had ever been 
since the days of Caesar. 

The Preeident then returned to 
Paris to settle down to the task of 
co-operation in the formulation of 
the Peace Treaty. On the day that 
that conference convened at the 
Quai d’Orsay he was one of the: 
three imposing figures, the other | 
two being Clemenceau and te 
George. The first obstacle encoun- | 


tered by him was his undertaking | | | 


to reveal to the public the trend of | 
the deliberations of the confer-. 
ence. At least that was the ex- 
planation given by the American 
com missioners. 

Within a few days the President 
had established with Lioyd George, |

do, the Italian Premier, and Geor- 
ges Clemenceau, the French Pre- 
mier, complete domination over 
the peace conference. These men, 
in fact. became and continued to 
constitute the “Big Four’ that 
finally passed upon all proposals | 
written into the treaty. 


Early in February the President | | 


returned to Washington to perform 
his constitutional functions at the 
cloge of the last Congress. On the 
night that Congress adjourned he 
made a speech at the Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York, in 
which he described the charac- 
ter of his efforts to compel the 
peace conference to write such a 


, preted by his Republican critics as 


a challenge. Substantially it wo 
that when he returned: from Paris 
he would bring with him the peace 
treaty and that they (the members 
of the Senate) would find in it 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions so Intricately interwoven that 
it could not be separated without 
impairing the validity of the entire 
document. No statement made by 
an American President ever 
aroused such intense resentment 
and acrimonious denunciation as 
that one. Even some of the Pres- 
ident’s warmest supporters said it 
was “indiscreet.” _ 

Returning to Paris, the President 
threw himself body and soul into 
the framing of the treaty that 
would embody the ideals of Amer- 
ica and the spirit of the 14 points 
enunciated by him,and accepted by 
the other belligerents. His vigor- 
ous protest against the consumma- 
tion of the Pact of London, under 
the terms of which the allied Gov- 
ernments guarantee the control of 
the Adfiatic (including Fiume) to 
Italy, provided the bitterest dis- 
cussion of the peace treaty. 

The favorable reception given to 


‘him in Italy was entirely obliter- 


ated by the angry frenzy of the 
Italians when he instanced his op- 
position to the consummation of 
the compact. He was nenounced 
by Italian statesmen and newspa- 
pers. Mobs in the chief cities of 
Italy tore up American re ag and 
shrieked offensive epithets at the 
men wearing the American uni- 
form. 

After the signing of the treaty at 
Versailles the President returned 
to his own country. He :.rrived in 
New York, on July 8. 1919, and 
was given a great reception. Two 
days laer he submitted the peace 
treaty to the Senate, immediately 
there began the most hitter fight 
against it. The President refused 
to listen to all suggestion to amend 
the instrument. He even refused 
to consider reservatior:s that he be- 
lieved would impair the value of 
the treaty and Leag:ic of Nations 
project, which was incorporated in 
it. 

After a two months’ struggle the 
President decided to .arry his case 
to the people of the country. He 
journeyed from Washingten to the 
Pacific. Altogether he made 40 
speeches. His last was delivered at 
Pueblo, Cal., on Sept. 24. On the 
following dey he was compelled to 
abendon his tour by order of Ad- 
miral Grayson, his aide and physi- 
cian, who became alarmed at his 
condition. Two days later the 
President returned to Washington. 
For several months he was con- 
fined to his room and at times was 
perilously ill. 

On the ninth day after his re- 
turn Admiral Grayson, the Presi- 
dent's naval aide and personal phy- 
sician, suminoned to the White 
House Dr. Young of Philadelphia 
and Dr. Fowler of Washington. Al- 
though no announcement was made 
of the fact. it was generally ~be- 
lieved the President had suffered 
from some violent at‘uck that de- 
veloped nnexpectedly. 

Admiral Grayson did not deny 
that the President's con:Jition was 
scrious, but he insisted that there 
existed no cause for apprehension. 
The Admiral refused, however, to 
make any extended explanation of 
his patient's case beyond the state- 
ment that the President had drawn 
too heavily on his physical reserve 
and that complete isoletion and 
thorough rest were demanded. 


A Story of Paralysis. 

All sorts of rumors and reports 
concerning the character . of the 
President's affliction were circt- 
lated daily in Congress, in Wall 
street and other circles. To these 
Admiral Grayson paid no attention 
until Senator Moses of New Hamp- 
shire sponsored a report in the 
Senate cloakroom that the Presi- 
dent had become mentally incom- 
petent through paralysis. 

When this report found wide 
circulation, Admiral Grayson, in 
response to a written inquiry, 
wrote a letter asserting that the 
President was not only in full pos- 
session of his mental faculties, but 
predicting that with complete free- 
dom from official worrfes and par- 
tisan nagging. he would be _ in 
shape to attend to his official duties 
within a few months. This posi- 
tive statement had the effect of 
discouraging assertions like that 
made by Senator Moses and other 
persons. 

But it did not affect in any way 
the bitter controversy over the 
League of Nations led by Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, who became the most severe 
critic of the document constructed

The first vote on the League of. 


Nations was taken Nov. 20, 1919. 
when the Senate rejected the peace 
treaty with the Lodge amendments. 


In order to keep it before the Sen- | 


ate, however, a motion was adopt- 
ed to reconsider the yote by which 
the treaty failed to receive the 
necessary two-thirds for ratifica- 
tion. This motion was permitted 
to lie on the table available at 
any time the Senate desired to take 
it up. 

Soon after the holidays the 
President had progressed far 
enough toward recovery to permit 
him to 
matters affecting the public 
fare, regarding which his Cabinet 
aids were uncertain. He also be- 
gan to take an interest in politics 
and planned to meet the Repub- 
lican program which was designed 
to discredit his motives for incor- 
porating in the veace treaty the 
convenant of the League of 
Nations. 

Jan. 8 t he Democratic leaders 
invited the President to attend the

Following the election Mr. Wil- 
son recovered his health with sur- 
prising rapidity, and while he held 
pretty closely to his apartments, at- 
tended to all of the details of his 
office as he had done before his 
fliness. In January he attended 
the theater for the first time in 
more than a year and a half, and 
walked to his box with the aid of a 
cane. 

During his illness the President 
was under the direct care of Ad- 
niiral Cary T. Grayson and Mrs. 
Wilson. The President married 
Mrs. Edith Bolling Galt, the widow 
of a highly esteemed citizen of the 
national capital, Dec, 8, 1915, sev- 
enteen months after the death of 
the first Mrs. Wilson. The second 
Mrs. Wilson had no thought other 
than the health of the President 
and his affection for her was one 
of the most beautiful qualities of 
his character. 

During his two  pligrimages 
abroad Mrs. Wilson had accompa- 
nied him and won the respect and 
admiration of those who came in 
contact with her. The closest rel- 
atives of Mr. Wilson was a brother, 
Joseph R. Wilson, and his three 
daughters by the first Mrs. Wilson.

GOOLIDGE URGES 
FEDERAL LOANS TO 
WHEAT FARMERS 


President Also Advocates 
Aid Through War Fi- 
nance Corporation, in 
Co-operation With Banks 
of Northwest. 


the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge, in an address pre- 
pared for the opening today of the 
special conference on Northwestern 
agriculture, outlined definite pro- 
posals for Government assistance 
for wheat farmers. 

Direct extension of Federal 
funds, as proposed in the pending 
Norbeck-Burtnegss bill, to finance 
wheat growers in attempting diver- 


sification of their crops, and con- 
tinuance of advances through the 
War Finance Corporation to co- 
operative enterprises and financial 
institutions in the farming regions 
were the methods suggested. 

Without co-operation between 
State, local and Federal govern- 
ments, Mr. Coolidge warned, help 
could not be made effective. Like- 
wise, he added, creditors of North- 
western farming communities must 
take concerted action for the re- 
funding and extension of indebted- 
ness to make the Federal aid effec- 
tive. 

The conference, which is being 
attended by’ representatives of in- 
dustry, finance and transportation, 
as well as agriculture, included 
many leaders, he said, who could 
work out the program. 

The President, outlining “the 
steps which in my opinion the Fed- 
eral Government can properly take 
in co-operation with you as its 
share of the work to be done,” 
said: 

“First: The enactment of the 
Norbeck-Burtness bill previding an 
appropriation to be administered 
by the Secretary of Agriculture and 
two additional commissioners for 
the purpose of promoting the di- 
versification of agriculture of a 
certain section of the country, 
which heretofore have been devot- 
éd primarily to the production of 
wheat. 

Full Oo-operation Necessary. 

‘Such a fund can be used to 
make loans to wheat farmers to 
enable them to purchase ivestock 
and poultry, and thus equip their 
farms for dairying and general 
farming. 

“Moreover, Government aid in 
this connection must be predicated 
upon full co-operation, s'long cer- 
tain well-defined lines, of existing 
creditors of the farmers. It will 
serve no useful purpose to lend 
money to a farmer who in such a 
position that at any moment mort- 
gage holders and general creditors 
can fall upon him, sell his lands 
and seize his property. Existing 
creditors, particularly the mort- 
gage companies, the insurance 
companies and the commercial and 
banking interests to whom the 
farmers of the Northwest are so 
has been spent to establish the 
population in the area affected.

it has insisted upon. responsible in- 
termediaries, and that policy must 
not be abandoned. 


“In my message to Congress I 
stated that there are distinct lim- 
its to the scope of the assistance 
which the Federal Government can 
render. 


“These limits. must not be over- 
stepped. It waa pointed out that 
Government agencies cannot prop- 
erly make loans upon insecure col- 
lateral, or to banking institutions 
whose capital is seriously im- 
paired. 


“We must take no ag¢i4en that 
make it possible to transfer 
losses from private interests to the 
public treasury. The object should 
be reconstruction, not charity, 
whether it is charity for the weak 
or the strong. 

“The Government shovld not be 
asked to take over, without re- 
course, an insecure or doubtful pa- 
per now held by banks or other 
creditors, or to make loans to en- 
able farmers to liquidate existing 
indebtedness to going institutions. da 

General Refunding N 

“Suggesting that the conference 
could profitably explore the possi- 
bilities of action along the follow- 
ing lines,’’ the President continued: 

“If the Government, acting 
through the Department of Agri- 
culture is to make its assistance ef- 
fective in promoting diversification 
of agriculture in the wheat sec- 
tions, a large degree of co-opera- 
tion from the local interests, and 
specifically from the State and 
county farm and banking organiza- 
tions, must be secured. The con- 
ference, acting through appropri- 
ate committees, could well consid- 
er what steps can be taken by the 
farm and banking organizations, or 
through the establishment of local 
committees, and in making certain 
that assistance is given only where 
it is deserved and where it will 
be effective. 


“It has been pointed out that a 
necessary condition of Government 
assistance along the lines contem- 
plated must be a general refund- 
ing and extension of existing in- 
debtedness,. so that the farmer will 
be given time to work out his fu- 
ture. Such a refunding and ex- 
tension can be accomplished only 
by voluntary arrangement with 
the creditors, and it will be ac- 
complished on a general effective 
scale only by concerted action 
among the interests involved.” 

“Those interests are represented 
at the conference, and action may 
well be taken, through appropriate 
committees of the respective inter- 
ests, to ascertain the best methods

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—/| 
The State Highway Commission, in | 
its annual report to Gov. Hyde, | 
made public yesterday, reiterates | 
its appeal for authority to plan for | 
a construction program of $15,000.- | 
000 a year, despite Hyde's action in 
refusing last December to convene | 
the Legislature in extraordinary 
session to confer such huthority 
and to provide the necessary rev- 
enue to sustain the larger pro- 
| gram. 
| The commission also expresses a 
fear that maintenance may suffer 
this year, and certainly wext year, 
from insufficient funds, because no 
money from the present sources of 
road revenue could properly be 
used for maintenance next year, 
until after June 30, unless receipts 
during the early part of the year 
exceeded all expectations. 

For under the Constitution, be- 
fore any money goes ta mainten- 
ance, cost of collecting and bond 
‘selling, cost -of -department ad- 
ministration and bond interest and 


sinking fund payments must have 
been met for the year. 

Funds Insufficient, Is Belief. 

It is considered probable that ev- 
ery cent available for maintenance 
this year will have been expended 
by the end of 1924, which will 
leave that phase of the road work 
in doubtful condition for the next 
year. The maintenance fund holds 
$1,222,023 and if the money comes 
in, a maximum of $666,328 addi- 
tional could be spent under the 
appropriation. All of this woul! 
| be far too little do what is 
|needed, engineefs estimate. 

Report of the commission con- 
sists of 86 closely printea pages, 
most of the facts, however, pre- 
iously have been printed in the 
Post-Dispatch.
